Klosein a Close Pace. 


The indications are that I)r. F it z ­ 


g e r a l d will ultimately prove himself 
entirely innocent of the charge pre­ 
ferred against him just 
before the 
election by liis former partner Kr.oSE. 
The charge was th a t a draft had been 
transmitted by mail 
by W ilson, 
H i n k l e & Co., of Cincinnati, to Dr. 
F., for $3,000, which draft the Doctor 
hail cashed at the Bank of California, 
and th at the records of the 
Bank 
would show it. The cltarge was so 
specific and direct that many of the 
Dr’s, friends were inclined to accept it 
as true. Men could not believe tiiat 
K losk would utter a falsehood that 
could so easily lie brought home to 
him. 
Yet so far as the cashing of the 
draft at the Bank of California is con­ 
cerned the story is without tin* slight­ 
est foundation. 
The records of the 
Bank have been examined anil show 
tliut no such check was presented aud 
that no such amount was paid to Dr. 
F it z g e r a l d or'his order. 
Alter this 
investigation K losk drops from his 
unqualified assertion to liis “ recollec­ 
tion” or the “ best of his belief’ and 
says finally tiiat lie does not know at 
what bank the check was cashed. 
He 
however, still ventures the belief that 
F it z g e r a l d received the draft. If 
his knowledge of the existence of the 
check is not more correct than of its 
payment 
he stands an 
excellent 
chance of being convicted a willful 
a"d malicious libeler and of being 
called upon to settle a heavy hill of 
damages. 


No Subsidy. 


Some eight months ago, the H e r ­ 


a l d , in a number of articles, editori­ 
al and communicated, pointed out tlie 
advantages which would result to this 
part of the State from a railroad, start­ 
ing at Eos Angeles and connecting 
with the Utah Central at its present 
terminus, South of Salt Lake, or with 
the Union Pacific at Ogden. 
It was 
these articles which brought the sub­ 
ject to the attention of the Eastern 
capitalists and to the managers of the 
Union Pacific road and induced them 
to set on foot investigations which 
have resulted so satisfactorily that it 
is more than probable the enterprise 
will he undertaken and pushed to 
completion in a short time. The cur­ 
ly construction of the Southern Paci­ 
fic renders the pushing of a feeder 
branch into Southern 
California a 
mutter of vital importance to the Un­ 
ion Pacific road. 
W ith a track of 
their own extending across tlie conti­ 
nent it is not to he expected the South­ 
ern Pacific Railroad Company will di­ 
vide its business with the Union Pa­ 
cific road and therefore the Union Pa­ 
cific people must provide a way for 
securing a portion of the Southern 
California trade. This they can best 
do by opening railroad communica­ 
tion by the most direct route front Og­ 
den lo Los Angeles. That they must 
do thip, is apparent to every thinking 
man from the moment the eatrly com­ 
pletion of the Southern Pacific road 
was decided upon. The editors of the 
Express have been reading up the 
back files of the H e r a l d , and for 
some days past they have filled the 
editorial columns of their paper with 
a rehasii of the arguments in favor of 
tliis great Central route, advanced by 
us months ago. 
W e oiler no objec­ 
tions to this but when our cotempora­ 
ry assumes that Senator J o n e s is the 


only m an in the world who can build 
this road and that he will only under­ 
take the work after our people Have 
given him sufficient of their means to 
carry it out, we beg to inquire if its 
desire to serve its chief patron is not a 
shade stronger than its anxiety to 
serve the people. The readers of the 
Express cannot avoid the conclusion 
that if its power equalled its will, ev­ 
ery dollar's worth of property in Los 
Angeles valley would be paying tri­ 
bute to J o n e s in the shape of subsidy 
to the Los Angeles and Independence 
railroad. The H c r a l d is opposed to 
railroad subsidy of any and every kind 
where the people m ust be taxed for 
its payment. 
Railroads are private 
property—the property of private in­ 
dividuals. 
The people 
have 
built 
many thousand miles of railroad in 
ownership and m anagem ent of which 
they never had nor never will have 
the slightest interest. 
Experience 
has taught that railroads will he built 
where it will pay to huiid them w ith­ 
out subsidy, and where a road cannot 
be built without impoverishing the 
people by subsidization, it will accom­ 
plish no general good by building. The 
day lias gone by when the people will 
submit to taxation for the benefit of 
private interests in which they have 
no share. If a road from this city to 
Ogden will do the immense business 
the E x p ress predicts, Senator J o n e s 
can well afford to huiid it without as­ 
sistance from the people, 
if lie lets 
the magnificent opportunity to secure 
a valuable piece 
of property, 
slip 
through ids lingers, others, most like­ 
ly the Union Pacific, will secure it and 
we shall have the road, and at tiie 
same time avoid the burden which the 
coveted subsidy would impose on the 
people.

ing cotemporary for weeks prior to 
the sale of lots in Jonesville. 
Still we 
care nothing about this. 
If the con­ 
cern can not live from its legitimate 
business we have no objections to its 
becoming the real estate circular of 
the Santa 
Monica 
lot speculators. 
The Southern Pacific Railroad has 
done much for 
Los Angeles county 
ami will do a great deal more. 
It is 
within the hounds of truth to say tiiat 
this company has doubled the value 
of every acre of land in our rich ami j 
beautiful valley and it is not hazard - !
